Bill  probably  would  have  been  a  varsity  basketball  player  in  the  coming  season  for  he  had 
shown  great  promise  as  a  forward  on  the  ninth  grade  quintet.  He  was  a  good  shot  under  pressure 
and  set  up  a  lot  of  plays  for  his  teammates. 

Bill  didn't  stop  at  basketball  though.  He  participated  in  football  and  baseball  as  well.  Last 
year,  he  was  a  substitute  halfback  on  the  Jonesville  eleven  and  first  string  shortstop  on  the  1951 
Bluejay  nine. 

His  interest  in  sports  extended  beyond  the  narrow  limits  of  Jonesville  High  School,  for  Bill 
loved  all  sports,  everywhere,  and  followed  the  doings  of  the  major  league  teams  right  down  to  the 
home  stretch.
